FROM THE EDITORS 


In the last edition | took a look back at the high’s and low’s of the 
1980's. One of the low’s of the 1980’s was the ever disturbing crowd vio- 
lence at soccer matches. | did not mention this last week as it deserves 
special attention. You may be asking yourself “.... why does this topic 
need special attention when crowd violence has been around for many 
decades ....?” The difference is that in the 1950's, 60’s and 70’s when a 
fight broke out it was on for “young and old”. In the 1980’s it was out with 
the “old” and in for the “young”. The last decade also saw the introduc- 
tion of planned fighting where the combatants come well prepared and 
fighting breaks out as a matter of course. The decades of old saw fighting 
break out only after intimidation and heated debate. The other disturbing 
factor is that the bad element are not true supporters of their clubs. What 
| mean by this is that they only turn up at “certain games” where itis more 
likely that a fight will break out and the same mob can always be seen 
“jumping the fence” instead of paying at the gate. 

In 1985 one of the ugliest incidents occurred during a match when 
Sydney Olympic supporters “stormed the pitch” in a match against Syd- 
ney City. This hero element proceeded to attack anyone who was obvi- 
ously outnumbered. | will never forget seeing Tony Pezzano who was 
goalkeeper at the time for Sydney City running for his life. What right did 
anyone have in subjecting this player or any player or official to so much 
fear. One would like to think that in a sportman’s pre-game peparation the 
last thing on his mind is whether or not he will come home alive. 

The most recent incident of crowd violence occurred during last 
months game between South Melbourne and Melbourne Croatia. The 
authorities have seen fit to punish both clubs with a $5,000 fine and the 
deduction of two points. The startling thing is that the two clubs received 
an identical punishment when one club had a responsibility to prevent a 
crowd disturbance and the other didn’t. It has also been alleged that a 
Melbourne Croatia player was punched as he left the field and if true war- 
rants a far greater punishment than that which was handed out. During 
the 1989 season it was alleged that the same supporters punched 
Adelaide City’s Steven Maxwell as he too left the field. To this date | have 
still yet to hear a tribunal decision on the incident and surely if the alleged 
incident of the last month involving the punching of a Melbourne Croatia 
player is true, then doesn’t this become a second offence and warrant a 
far greater punishment.

Another incident that occurred in 1989 which requires special atten- 
tion happened after a game at Olympic Park between Preston 
Makedonia and Heidelberg United. After the game a 58 year old Preston 
Makedonia supporter in the company of his 7 year old grandson was “set 
upon” by approximately 30 of these so called “heroes”. The reason he 
was attacked was because he refused to take off a Preston Makedonia 
jumper he was wearing. | suppose the reason it took 30 of them to do the 
“job” properly was that the 7 year old boy obviously posed a threat. After 
this incident the 30 heroes lined up across the road from Olympic Park 
with “baseball bats” in hand and called upon a half-dozen Preston 
Makedonia supporters on the other side of the road to come on over and 
have a go. When the half-dozen Preston Makedonia supporters decided 
to put them to the test and proceeded to cross the road the “heroes” 
showed their sprinting prowess and ran-off in a typical wimpish manner. 
The three main points out of this incident is firstly the incidents occurred 
well over 90 minutes after the completion of the game. The amount of 
“ammunition” that these “heroes” were armed with shows the incidents 
were pre-planned (| have not seen 30 baseball bats just lying in a street 
lately... have you?). And finally, these “heroes” were not even supporters 
of Heidelberg United but supporters of another Melbourne Club. 

The next point is how do we reduce crowd violence. Is segregation 
the answer, whereby supporters of one club go to one end of the ground 
and supporters of the opposing club to the other end? This method is 
helpful as it stops intimidation and heated debate of smail groups of sup- 
porters. However, it doesn’t stop supporters of one club “charging” 
towards the supporters of another club at the end of a game as was the 
case with the recent South Melbourne and Melbourne Croatia game. 
One way of reducing the number of club supporters “charging” over to 
the opposition supporters is the installation of high fences. You may have 
noticed | used the word reducing instead of stopping as you will still get 
your handful of idiots hellbent on making trouble. The installation of high 
fences will also help with the security of the players and officials. Another 
way of reducing crowd violence is for the clubs to be prepared and 
arrange of the right quantity of both club security and the police force. The 
use of club security by our club has been very positive and maybe we are 
lucky to have good people capable of doing such a good job. In cases 
where the home club fears there may be a crowd disturbance they should 
contact the Inspector in Charge of Sport at the Victoria Police who by the 
way is more than willing to co-operate. A simple ten minute conversation 
could be useful in avoiding fines and deduction of points at a later date.
